Ambitious plans for 
Abbey Wood on track 


AMBITIOUS plans for the regeneration 
of Abbey Wood have moved a step closer 
after passengers began using the first 
section of the new station that is being 
constructed as part of Crossrail. 


In preparation for Crossrail services 
starting in 2018, Network Rail is completely 
redeveloping the site by building a new 
landmark station and two miles of track.

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CAMPAIGNERS have won their 
fight for a survey on diverting 
the 178 bus in Kidbrooke. 

Residents and businesses were 
backed by the council, Eltham 
MP Clive Efford and London 
Assembly member Len Duvall in 
their demands for a rethink on the 
route. 

Transport for London has now 
launched a consultation on 
proposals to extend the route into 
local roads at Kidbrooke. And it is 
seeking locals’ views in an online 
survey which runs until March 20. 

The 178 currently runs along 
Kidbrooke Park Road in both 
directions. 

This means that local people 
living in and close to the new 
Kidbrooke Village development 
have to change buses or have a long 
walk to the nearest 178 bus stop.

eastward and up 
the hill is a borough 
road. 

The north side has 
double yellow lines 
while the south side 
has no effective 
waiting restriction. 
Parking is permitted 
outside of the bus 
lane hours and 
therefore available 
for use by residents 
of the old police 
station. 

The council 
regularly reviews 
parking, waiting 
and loading 
needs and the 
effectiveness of 
the bus lanes. 

After April 2016 
the council will 
review the parking 
requirements here 
and its effect on the 
capacity of the road 
approaching the 
Well Hall Lane traffic 
signals.

The proposal is to divert the bus 
route off Kidbrooke Park Road into 
Moorhead Way where the bus would 
turn back on itself and travel south 
before diverting onto Tudway Road 
where it would turn back on itself 
returning onto Kidbrooke Park Road. 

It means local people could join 
or leave the 178 in those roads and 
have a direct service to and from 
Lewisham and the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Woolwich. However, 
through passengers on that part of 
the route would have longer journey 
times. 


Council leader Denise Hyland 
said: “We have worked hard to get 
TfL to consider local concerns 
about the 178 route and welcome 
this consultation. I urge residents 
to give their views so that we can 
get the best possible service which 
meets the needs of as many people 
as possible.”

Last month passengers using 
Southeastern services began travelling 
into London from a brand new platform 
- the first part of the new station to be 
brought into use. 

The new platform is wider and provides 
better cover and lighting, and new 
customer information screens. 

When the development is completed at 
the end of 2017, the station will boast a 
new larger ticket hall, new platforms for 
both Crossrail and North Kent services 
and six lifts providing step -free access to 
all platforms. The station will also feature 
better security and customer information 
systems. 

Once operational, the Crossrail line to 
be known as the Elizabeth line, will see 
up to 12 extra trains an hour allowing 
passengers to travel right through central 
London without having to change trains, 
reducing journey times across the capital. 

The arrival of Crossrail in Abbey Wood is 
helping to spearhead a huge regeneration 
project in Abbey Wood that will see 


new homes, services and opportunities 
brought to the local area. 

Plans to improve Wilton Road are part 
of a joint regeneration project between the 
royal borough and neighbouring Bexley. 
The project was awarded £150,000 from 
the London Mayor’s High Street Fund 
and £150,000 in match funding from the 
two boroughs. Wilton Road is home to 
several local shops and businesses and 
has potential to be more of a hub. The two 
councils are also working with housing 
association Peabody to launch 3,000 new 
homes over the next 10 years. 

A brand new library in Abbey Wood 
has also been approved by the council 
as part of the ambitious Cross Quarter 
development - a multi-million pound 
regeneration project for the local area. 
The plans will see an attractive and 
modern facility created with the potential 
to attract as many as 100,000 visitors per 
year. 

Council leader Denise Hyland who is 
also an Abbey Wood ward member said:

“The new platform to the station at Abbey 
Wood is great news as passengers are now 
benefitting from better and improved 
facilities. It is also part of the development 
that will see Crossrail operating from 
Abbey Wood in 2018, which will prove a 
real game changer for the area and local 
people.” 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration and transport, 
added: “The council is committed to 
maximising the potential of Crossrail 
and delivering an ambitious regeneration 
project that will see brand new homes, 
amenities and services brought to the 
local area.”

They are highlighting support and advice 
services which help young people facing 
emotional difficulties or mental health issues. 
Royal borough youth hubs will be running 
sessions throughout March outlining support 
services and encouraging those who might be 
concerned for themselves, or for their friends, 
to seek help. 

Nicky Pace, chair of Greenwich Children's 
Safeguarding Board, said:"lt is concerning 
that so many young people are using self- 
harm as a way to deal with difficulties and 
that many are suffering in silence. Through 
this campaign we aim to make them aware 
that there is help available, that they can 
access a range of resources online or contact 
local and national agencies to receive the 
support they need." 

Cllr Miranda Williams, the council's cabinet 
member for children's services said: "We are 
committed to safeguarding and supporting 
young people who face mental health 
issues. The issues around self-injury are 
often complex and can be isolating to those 
affected. Together we are promoting the 
support available to ensure young people do 
not suffer in silence and receive the help they 
deserve.

Thamesmead. 

They were given the go-ahead 
by Greenwich Council as part of 
plans to attract investment and 
create jobs for local people. 

The plan aims to support 
business growth in order to 
retain and develop existing 


businesses and encourage new 
ones into the borough. 

The Nathan Way scheme meets 
demand for modern, high quality 
industrial space in the borough. 
The new units will accommodate 
existing businesses that need to 
expand or relocate - as well as 
new businesses looking to locate 
into the borough. 

Transport links to the new estate 


will improve massively when 
Crossrail stations at Woolwich 
and Abbey Wood open in 2018. 
Councillor Sizwe James, 
cabinet member for business 
and skills, said: "The borough 
is going through an exciting 
period of regeneration and 
redevelopment. It is vital that 
we put in the facilities and 
infrastructure that will ensure 


our existing businesses can 
operate and flourish, and so 
that we continue to attract new 
businesses to the borough." 

The site will create 95 jobs 
during the construction, 
including five apprenticeships 
and could safeguard 80 jobs and 
provide over 50 additional jobs 
as a result of business growth 
and new business start-ups.

Tenants inspect estate's energy saving facelift 


SEVENTY years after it was built, 
the Barnfield estate in Plumstead 
has had a major re-fit to bring it 
up to 21st century standards of 
thermal and energy efficiency. 

The £13 million investment has 
included new insulation, and replacing 
and upgrading roofs, lighting, windows 
and heating systems to make the homes 
warmer and cheaper to run. 

And last week the estate was held up 
as a beacon of how fuel poverty can 
be tackled at a Warm Homes event 
organised by the council. 

Visitors had the chance to see the 


improvements for themselves on tours 
of the refurbished homes and were able 
to chat to residents about the difference 
it had made to their lives - and their 
fuel bills. 

Last Wednesday’s event was supported 
by the national fuel poverty charity, 
National Energy Action, and aimed to 
get people talking about - and tackling 
- the energy issues they may face. 

Deputy council leader Cllr John Fahy 
went along to meet residents and see 
the changes that have been made at the 
1945-built estate, which has over 600 
dwellings and has suffered from poor 
energy efficiency, dampness, and mould.

THE COUNCILS Stay Safe Stay Warm service 
is ready to help residents at risk from colder 
temperatures if the weather takes colder turn 
over the next few weeks as expected. 

The scheme, delivered by Charlton Athletic 
Community Trust, offers eligible residents 
useful advice on keeping warm as well as 
advice keeping fuel bills down, the flu jab, 
and keeping active and healthy in the winter 
months. 

Additionally, it offers an energy efficiency 
assessment, a benefit check and a free 
room thermometer to keep an eye on the 
temperature in your home. 

Residents who are over 60, caring for 
a young or vulnerable person or having

Cllr David Gardner, the council's cabinet 
member for health, social care and public 
health, said: "Local people concerned about 
keeping warm in the coming weeks are urged 
to contact the service for support. I would 
also encourage residents or those who have 
worries about a friend or neighbour to get in 
touch."

He said: “This £13 million rejuvenation 
is a great example of our Greenwich 
Homes Standard, which ensures that 
council-owned homes are warm, decent 
and deliver savings on fuel bills.” 

He added: “Latest government figures 
say an estimated nine per cent of 
households in Greenwich are living 
in fuel poverty. The council wants 
to change this, and is committed to 
tackling fuel poverty and energy 
issues.” 

As well as encouraging residents to 
reduce energy bills - for example, by 
taking part in the Big London Energy 
Switch to find the cheapest gas and 
electricity suppliers - the council 
aims to boost household incomes 
and improve the energy efficiency of 
homes. 

There was free advice from an ‘energy 
cafe’ including information on the 
energy technologies including solar PV 
panels and district energy networks. 

Visitors could sell their bikes or buy 
affordable secondhand models at a pop- 
up bicycle market, while workshops 
gave people the chance to learn about 
community gardening, encouraging 
people to grow and eat their own food 
to help to keep their grocery bills down, 
and bike maintenance.
